The Lake County. Board of Review is 
certainly, making things lively for the 
rich North Shore people and, when the 
work is completed, Jt is believed that 
over a million and a half dollars will 
have been added to the tax rolls of Lake 
county through the efforts of this year's 
board. The efforts are not unjust, they 
•are merely a case where the board has 
insisted on_getting people on- the books 
who have never before paid jUat taxes, 
where many had assessments too small, 
etc. 

TKe board made a discovery Wednes- 
day morning that the big estate of Mary 
R. Tumley of Highland Park has never 
been on the tax books at all and the 
Txmrd thus put down the snrajl item of 
$130,002 full value for the estate. 1 
i Calvin Durand personally appeared 
before the board, after being summoned 
and after being questioned about his 
personal property, voluntarily allowed 
a raise to be made of $G0,000, making 
his total assessment at present, $79,655, 

The Frank J. Rumsey estate 
raised considerably, the amount 
fixed being $75,000. 

Edward L. Baker, 
sentative, appeared 
and the nlembers finally decided that 
his assessment of $8,721 was much too 
amall and they changed It to $108,567. 

P. Herman Gade of Chicago and Lake 
forest, sent a letter to the board stat- 
ing that he would appear before its 
members today (Thursday) and ask to 
be relieved of his personal property as- 
sessment in Lake county on the grounds 
that he is no longer a citizen of the 
United States, having taken up citizen- 
ship in Norway, . into whose diplomacy 
service he is soon to enter. The board 
will likely relieve him of his tax. 

George H.' Holt's case has not been 
disposed of. He is the millionaire who 
is fighting hard to avoid a tax in Lake 
county on the grounds that he is resi- 
dent of California, that he lives in the 
Holt homestead at Lake Forest but 
does not own a cent's worth of personal 
property there.-*- 

The Chicago Telephone Company has 
been raised 100 per cent in many of the 
townships of the county and the total 
raise for this company will bo surpris- 
ingly large. 

The total raise on the ice houses 
owned by Chicago firms is $129,500. The 
companies affected are making a hard 
protest and will likely fight the raise.

ANTHRAX AMONG CATTLE 

Cattle Owners Demand State Investigation 
to Prevent Return of .Epidemic 

Three separate outbreaks of that 
leadly plague of cattle, anthrax, in he 
vicinity of Barrington, this county, at 
intervals in a period of twelve or fifteen 
years are the cause of some mighty 
BeriouB thought among the farmers and 
the state veterinary offiicals, and 
occasional outbreaks near Palatine and 
even nearer,. at Rockefeller, have inten- 
sified tho feeling that the disease must 
bo hunted down "and rooted out forever 
from Lake county. 

When the plague broke out at or near- 
Lake Zurich a couple of years ago its 
ca^use was traced to hides brought into 
one of the villages. 

This time there is no cause assigned 
for the outbreak, but a strenuous search 
is on to uncover a cause. 

Cattle die within a very few hours 
after contracting the plague. After 
they are dead great drops of blackened 
blood ooze through the hide and stand 
out then flies come along or . other 
cattle nose the bodies and the plague 
is spread. 

It is claimed that vaccination of lymp 
treatment fail to make the cattle safe. 
All that is being done is to burn the 
bodies of the fflicted cattle and bury 
the remnants. Then too *the cattle 
even exposed to' the disease are killed 
under directiort of the state and the 
owners indemnified for their loss. 

In connection with anti-anthrax treat- 
ment, • there is a strong sentiment 
against the tuberculin test in western 
and south western Lake county and 
farmers are urging that the state 
indemnify them for cows killed by rea- 
son, they allege, of undergoing the 
the tuberculin test 

They wish to be indenified the same 
as for cattle exposed to anthrax.

For many years, under previous man- 
agement and under the present manage- 
ment, the Gazette has favored Mr. Foss 
,for the congressional seat, believing he 
had done his best and had done about as 
well as any man could have done during 
those years.

William Gallagher, a young*rhaTT -livr 
ing at Wadsworth, died at the. Jape 
McAlister' hospital in Waukegan afc 
seven o'clock Monday morning, from 
the effects of a bullet wound in his neck 
said to have been inflicted by a gun In-' 
the hands of Matt Meyers. *>n the eve- , 
ning of August 20, when the' victim 
with several friends went^to the ^Meyers 
home to- charivari him for a wedding 
that had taken.. place six months pre- 
vious. 

It will be remembered that Meyers is 
the man who objected so strenuously 
when several young men living in the 
neighborhood went to his home to char- , 
ivari him when he was married six 
months ago. Since that time it is said 
that the "boys" have lost no chance to 
tease him about the affair, and it is said 
they would often stop him on the street 
and offer their congratulations. 

On the night on which the shooting 
occured several young men ' one of 
whom was Gallagher, went to the 
Meyers home, a "mile west' of Wads- 
worth and" again started to ' charivari ■ 
him. According to statements Meyers 
rushed from the house, discharging- 
his gun as he reached the- road. The 
bullet took effect in Galagher's neck. 

He was taken home at once and Dr. 
Jamieson of Millburn~was Bummohedrr: 
He stated upon examination that the. ; 
bullet had narrowly missed the juggler • 
vein and. had lodged in the rear \>f . the 
skull. When interviewed Dr. Jamieson 
expressed the opinion that Gallagher- 
would recover in case blood poison did 
not develop. 

Gallagher grew worse, however' and 
was removed to the McAlister hospital 
in Waukegan where his death occurred 
Monday morning. 

Tuesday morning Meyer was taken 
before Justice Welch on the charge of 
murder sworn out by State's attorney 
Dady and the case was continued to 
Thursday. As the charge of murder is 
not bailable Meyer was lodged in the 
county jail. He is much cut up over 
the affair and regrets that accident or 
no accident he is in an way responsible 
for Gallagher's death. 

Friends of Meyer declare that he will 
never be convicted. They claim that- 
this is" a case where a man was harassed 
and driven to desperation and that any 
thing that he may have done was justi- 
fiable because of a concerted effort to 
put him out of bu3ine33 and even drive 
him mad. However friends of Gallagher 
assert that the shooting was not justi- 
fied and it now remains for the courts 
and the coroner's jury to decide what 
they think about the matter. 

Here are a few of the thing3 that • 
Meyer and his friends point out as argu- 
ments for his side of what promises to 
develop the worst feud that that vicin- . 
ity has seen in years, 

One— On his wedding night only the 
intercession of Father Foley is said to 
have saved him from a lynching scare. 
TJie priest insisted that the crowd leave 
Meyer alone, which they finally did af- 
ter destroying much of hisfencing, gar- 
den, etc. 

Two— The gang took him to the barn 
on the night of his wedding and stick- 
ing his head in the barn door closed it 
enough to hold him as in a pillory of old. 
Three— While at a neighbor's one eve-' 
ning the gang took the nuts off the 
wheels of the buggy and allowed him to 
meet with a bad accident when he start- 
ed home. 

Four— Recently the gang again got 
together and going to a neighbor's where 
Meyer was working' they took him to 
the river bank, tied a rope- around his 
waist and ^et him down, drawing him 
back just as he thought that he was 
going to drown. • 

Five— Tho trouble grew to such an 
extent that through the efforts of the 
gang Meyer was unable to procure help 
for threshing. The neighbors refusing 
to help for word had been passed that If • 
anybody helped him this year, they in 
turn would not be given help'hext year.

Inspector Dew, who brought tho 
prisoners back from Canada, intro- 
duced evidence' to show that Crlppen 
contemplated suicide while at. sea fol- 
lowing- his flight from this country; 
Crlppen was quoted as declaring that 
his companion know nothing of the 
trouble In which he was involved. 

The fact that both were accused of 
the murder of tho actress'wlfo" of tho 
Joctor leads to the supposition that 
the mutilated" body has been identified 
to the satisfaction of the authorities. 
It also- suggests that tho police be- 
lieve they, have further evidence con- 
cerning the Lenovo woman's connec- 
tion with tho tragedy than they have 
made known. 

Dew closed his testimony by repeat- 
ing a conversation with Crlppen when 
the latter was exercising^ on the deck 
of tho steamer Megantlc on tho ro- 
turn to Liverpool August 24. Crlppen 
said: "I want to ask a favor of you, 
but I will leave It "until. Friday." Fri- 
day was the day preceding the arrival 
of • the vessel at Liverpool. The In- 
spector replied: "As well now as Fri- 
day." Crlppen then said: 

"When you took mo off the ship at 
Quebec I did not see Miss Lencve. I 
do notknow how things will go. They 
may .go all right; they may go all 
wrong.- I may never see her again 
and I want to ask you. to let me see 
her. I won't speak to her. Sho has 
been my only comfort fo^r tho last 
three years." Crlppen was allowed to 
see his. companion In trouble. 

After the introduction of evidence 
against the accused persons they were 
remanded^ until September C, without 
having pleaded.

Theriphllo Reuther, formerly a dl- 
-rector of the Ostermann Manufactur- 
ing company, tho first witness, testi- 
fied that Henry C. Ostermann, presi- 
dent of the Ostermann company, had 
threatened to kill him If ho '(Reuther) 
told the story of tho defrauding of 
the- Illinois Central out of $1,000,000 
through car repairs. 

Reuther told of Ostermann's alleged 
attack upon htm in the offices of tho 
company when ho threatened to dis- 
close the gigantic steal.. 

Thefts of valuable records, confes- 
sions, letters, reports and other 
proofs of frauds, , together with copies 
of important documents, came to light 
in the graft war as a rival to the $1,- 
500,000 car-repair swindle. 

Documents . containing evidence 
against tho meat higher up in the huge 
fraud disappeared from the Illinois 
Central offices. two months ago simul- 
taneously with the discharge of an 
employe In the railroad's secret-serv- 
ice department

Believes Government Should Gen- 
erally Be Leader in Con- 
servation. 



SAD EXPERIENCE IN EJ&T 



Addressing Public Meeting In 'Denver, 
, 'Ex-Prealdent Discusses Water Pow- 
er, Coal Lands, Ranges and Forests 
—Powerful Plea for Conservation. 



Denver, Colo., Aug. 29.— Colonel 
Roosevelt arrived in Denver from 
Cheyenne this morning, and after a 
parade in which representatives of the 
state and city, the Live Stock asso- 
ciation and the Spanish "War Veterans 
took part, was the guest of the Den- 
ver Tress cluh at a cowboy* luncheon 
at Overland park. • In tho afternoon 
he delivered a public address at the 
Auditorium and later spoke to tho 
Spanish War Veterans, and then ho 
was: the guest of honor at a "round- 
up" dinner at Eljebel Temple. 
Talks on Conservation. 
Mr. Roosevelt's main address was 
on conservation, and was as follows: 

This country has aliown definite alpns 
of waking up to tho absolute necessity of 
handling its natural resources with fore- 
sight and common sensp. The conserva- 
tion question linn three sides. In the first 
place, the needless waste of the natural 
resources must be stopped. It Is rapidly 
becoming a well-settled policy of this peo- 
ple that we of this generation hold the 
land In part for tho next generation, and 
not exclusively for our own selfish enjoy- 
ment. Just as the farmer Is a good cltl- 
, *cn If ho leaves his farm Improved and not 
Impaired for his children,. and a bnd citi- 
zen If he skln3 the land In Ids own selfish 
Interest, so the Nation behaves well If It 
treats the natural resources ns assets 
which It must turn over to the next gen- 
oration Increased and not impaired In 
value, and behaves badly If It loaves tho 
land poorer to those who come after us. 

In the second place, tho natural re- 
sources must be developed promptly, 
completely, and In orderly fashion. It is 
not conservation to leave the natural re- 
sources undeveloped. Development is nn 
Indispensable part of the conservation 
plan. The forests, the mines, tho water 
powers, and the land Itself, must nil be 
put to use. Those who assert that con- 
servation proposes to tie them up, depriv- 
ing this generation of their benefits In 
order to hand them on untouched to the 
next, miss tho whole point of the con- 
servation Idea. Conservation does not 
mean depriving the men of today of their 
natural rights In the natural resources of 
the land. All It means Is that we of this 
generation shall so use our rights ns not 
to deprive those who tome after us of . 
their natural rights in their turn. 

In the third place, so far as possible 
these resources must be kept for the 
whole people nnd not handed over for 
exploitation to single individuals. We do 
not Intend to discourage Individual enter- 
' prise by unwisely diminishing the reward 
for^ that enterprise. On tho contrary, wo 
be'**>vo that tho men of exceptional abili- 
ties should have exceptional rewards up 
to a point -where the reward becomes dis- 
proportionate to the service, up to tho 
point whore the abilities are used, to the 
detriment of the people as a whole. We 
are for the liberty of tho Individual up to 
and not 'beyond the point where it be- 
comes Inconsistent with the welfare of 
the community. Thus our consistent aim 
Is to favor the actual settler— the man 
who takes as much of the public domain 
ns he himself can cultivate, and there 
makes a permanent home for his children 
who come after him; but we are against 
the man. no matter what his ability, who 
tries to monopolize large masses of public 
land. 

State and Federal Control. 
Now, to preserve the general welfare 
to see to it that the rights of the publlo 
are protected, and tho liberty of the Indi- 
vidual secured nnd encouraged as long as 
consistent with this welfare, and curbed 
when It becomes Inconsistent therewith, It 
Is necessary to Invoke the aid of the 
government. There are points In which 
this governmental aid can best be ren- 
dered by the states, that Is. where the 
exerclso of states' rights helps to secure 
popular rights; and ps to these T believe 
In states* rights. But there are large 

,?S* -2* COR0S whcro only authority 
or the National government will secure 
the rights of the people: and where this Is 
the case I am a convinced nnd a thor- 
ough-going believer In the rights of tho 
National government. Big business, for 
Instance. Is no longer nn affnlr of any one 
state; big business has become national- 
ized and tho only effective way of con- 
trolling nnd directing it. nnd preventing 
abuses In connection with it. Is by having 
tho people natlonallzo this control in order 
to prevent their being exploited by the In- 
dividuals who have nationalized the busi- 
ness. All commerce on a scale sufficient- 
ly largo to warrant any control over It by 
tho government Is nowadavs Inter-state or 
foreign commerce, and until this fact Is 
heartily acknowledged nnd acted upon by 
both courts and legislative bodies. Na- 
tional and state alike, the Interest of the 
people will suffer. 

In the mntter of conservation. I heart- 
ily approve of state action where under 
our form of government the state, nnd the 
state only, has the power to net. I cor- 
dially Join with those who desire to see 
tho stntn, within Its own sphere, take the 
most advanced position In regard to the 
Whole matter-, of conservation.

I hnve done all I could 
(to get it to act In tho most advanced 
imnnner; nnd where the Nation could act, 
I have done all I could to get Natlonai 
action !n the same direction.- Unfortun- 
ately, In tho east we hnve In this matter 
paid the penalty of not having our forest 
land under National control; nnd the pen- 
alty has been sovere.

—although they are old states— havo not 
protected their forests, ench falling to 
act by Itsolf.-becauso tho action was real- 
ly tho common concern of nil; nnd whero 
action Is the common concern of all, ex- 
perience has shown that It can only be 
profitably undortaken by the National 
government.

Wator Power. 
Take the question of tho control or tho 
water power sites. Tho enormous Impor- 
tance, of, water power sites to tho future 
Industrial development of this country 
has only been realized within- a very foW 
years. Unfortunatly, the* realization has 
come ton late as regards many of the 
power sites; but many yet remain with 
which our hands nro freo to dbal. We 
should mnko it our duty to see that hore- 
• after tho po\\*or sites aro kept under the 
control of tho general' government, for 
the -use of tho people ns a whole. The 
fco should remain with tho people ns n 
whole, while tho uso Is leased on terms 
which shall secure an ample reword to 
the. lessees, which shall encourage the de- 
velopment and- uso of tho water power, 
but which shall not create a permanent 
monopoly or permit tho development to 
be antisocial, to be in any respect hostile 
to the public good. The Nation alone has 
the power to do this effectively, nnd It Is 
for this reason that you will find those 
corporations which wish to gaia-iinpropcr 
advantage and to bo freed from efficient 
control on the part of the public, doing 
nil that they can to secure the substitu- 
tion of slate for National action. 

There Is something fairly comic In tho 
appeal made by many of theso men In 
favor of stnte control when you realize 
that the great corporations seeking the 
privileges of developing the wator power 
In any given stnte nro at least-as apt to 
ho owned outside that state as within It. 
In this country, nowadays, capital lias a 
National and not a state use. Tho great 
corporations which are managed and 
largely owned In tho older states aro 
those which are most In evidence In de- 
veloping and using the mlncB and water 
powers and forests of tho new territories 
and tho new states, from Alaska to Ari- 
zona. I have been genuinely amused du- 
ring the past two months at having argu- 
ments presented to mo on l>ehnlf of cer-* 
tain rich men from Now York and Ohio, 
for Instance., as to why Colorado and oth- 
er Rocky Mountain states should manage 
their own water power sites. Now these 
men may be good citizens according to 
their lights, but naturally enough their 
speclnl Interest obscures their sense of the 
public need; and ns their object Is to 
escape nn efficient control, exercised In 
tho Interest of nil tho people of the coun- 
try, they clamor to be put under tho stnto 
Instead of under the Nation. If we ore- 
foolish enough to grnnt their requests, we 
shall hnve ourselves to blnme when we 
wake up to find that we have permitted 
another privilege to Intrench- Itself and 
another portion of what should bo kept 
for the public good to be turned over to 
Individuals ^or purposes of private en- 
richment. During the- last session of 
congress bills were Introduced to transfer 
the water power sites In the National 
Forests and the Public Domain to tho 
control of tfcrs states. I cannht state too 
strongly my belief that these measures 
are unwise, slid that It would be disas- 
trous to cnr»ct thorn Into law. In sub- 
stnnco their effect would be to free these 
great special Interests from all effcctlvo 
control. Tho passage of such a bill would 
be a victory of the special Interests over 
tho general welfare, and a long backward 
step down th« hill of progress wo havo of 
lnt* been climbing. 

Our people have for many years pro- 
ceeded upon the assumption that the 
Nation should control the public land. It 
Is to this assumption of National outlook 
that wo owe our wisest land legislation, 
from tho Homestead Law to tho Irrigation 
Law. The wise uso of our public domain 
has always been conditioned upon Na- 
tional action. The statesman greatly help, 
but the Nation must take the lead, ns re- 
gards tho land, ns regards the forests and 
waters; and perhaps peculiarly In the case 
of tho waters, because almost all streams 
aro really intrr-stato streams. 
Coal Lands. 
The same principle npplles with pecu- 
liar force to tin coal lands, nnd especially 
to the coal hrrds In Alaska, whose pro- 
tection nnd cnvnershlp by the Federal 
government li oo necessary, both for full 
and free Industrial development In the 
west, nnd for the needs of our fleet In the 
Pacific. Tho coal mines should be leased, 
not sold, and those who mine the coal 
should pay back a part of the profit to 
the people. It I«j the right and duty of the 
people to demand the most vigilant trus- 
teeship on the*, part of that branch of 
the Federal government In charge of tho 
fuel resources Of the United States. 
The Neutral Ground. 
Remember also that many of the men 
who protest loudly against effective 
natlonai action .would be tho first to 
turn round r.nd protest against staie 
action If such action In Its turn became 



handicap or exclude the email nan by 
requiring him' to spend more money 
for fences than he can afford, and it 
must leave every aero that, can bo sot- 
tldd -by bona-fldo homesteaders freely 
open to such settlement. 

I do not bellovo that a single aero of 
our public lands should hereafter -pass 
Into.- private ownership except for the 
slnglo purpoao of homestead settle- 
ment,' and I know that the stockmen 
stand with mo In their .desire to. re- 
move ovcry obstacle from tho path of 
tho genuine homesteader, and to. put 
every posslblo obstacle In the pathway 
of the man who tries to get public 
lands by misrepresentation .or fraud. 
This Is absolutely necessary on . the 
agricultural lands. It is at least equal- 
ly necessary on tho mincrul lands. It 
would bo a calamity, whose, baleful ef- 
fect on\the . average citizen wo can 
scarcely exaggerate. If tho great .stores 
of coal and other mineral fuels still 
owned by the peoplb In Alaska anil 
elsewhere should pass Into the unregu- 
lated ownership of monopolistic cor- 
porations. 

The' Forest Service. 
You progressive stockmen havo stood 
heartily by tho conservation move- 
ment, and with you have stood muny- 
o.thers throughout tho West, to, whom 
largo credit. is due, such as tho lum- 
bermen in Washington and Oregon, tho 
Irrigators in California, and tho sup- 
porters of the country llfo movement 
In und around Spokane. I want to 
make my acknowledgments in partic- 
ular to the Colorado Forestry nssoolaV 
tion. which has supported th.o forest 
work of the government with such un- 
selfish seal. Tho forest servlco has 
enemies because It Is effective. Bomo 
of- its host work has boon met by tho 
bitterest opposition. For example, it 
hns done a real service by blocking 
the road against the grabbers of water 
power, and again by standing llko a 
rock against the demands of bogus 
mining concerns to exploit tho national 
forests. I havo always dono my best 
to help tho genuine miner. I believe 
that one of the first duties of tho gov- 
ernment is to encourage honest mining 
on the public lands. But it is equally 
Irnportnnt to enforce the law firmly 
against that particularly dangerous 
class which makes Its living off tho 
public , through fraudulent mining 
schemes. v 

Much of the opposition to the forest 
service, llko much of the opposition to 
conservation, takes tho form of direct 
misrepresentation. For example, thq 
cry Is often heard that tho national 
forests inclose great areas of agricul- 
tural land which nro thus put beyond 
tho roach of settlement. This state- 
ment seems plausible only till tho facts 
aro known. In the first -place, congress 
has specially provided that whatever 
agricultural land there may bo in -any 
national forest shall be open, under 
proper safeguards, to homestead set- 
tlement. And in the second place, when 
the opponents of conservation are ask- 
ed to point out. the great stretches of, 
inclosed agricultural land on tho 
ground and in the presence ,of experts, 
Instead of in speeches in 'a hs.Il, they 
fail. 

Reclamation Service. 
Tho Natlonai Irrigation Congress Is 
to hold a session in tho city of Pueblo 
late In September. I am keenly sorry 
thnt I could not nave accepted the 
invitation to bo present. I must, how-' 
evor, bo In tho East at that time. But 
since I cannot bo present then to ex- 
press my* keen, long-held, and doep-folt 
interest in tho reclamation of arid 
lands by tho federal government. I 
desire to do so now. Thoro Is no more 
effective Instrument for tho making of 
homes than tho United States Recla- 
mation Service, and no government bu- 
reau while I was President had reach- 
ed a higher standard of elllclonoy, in- 
tegrity and devotion to tho public wel- 
fare. 

Llko tlio Forest Service, tho Reclama- 
tion Sendee has clashed with certain pri- 
vate interests, and has had to pay the 
penalty of Its service to the public In the 
form of bitter opposition from those with 
whose profit It has Interfered. „Tho cry 
has been raised against It that tho gov- 
ernment, must not do for Its citizens at a 
less cost what private interests aro ready 
to mnko them pay for at higher prices. 
Now, I believe fully In the private de- 
velopment of Irrlgntlon projects which tho 
government cannot undertake. Thoro Is 
a large ard legitimate field for such work. 
But tho essential thing Is to make homes 
on tho lands, not to enable Individuals to 
profit from the necessities of tho men who 
make those homes. There is no more

Oklahoma City, Okla.— No man in 
public ^llfo today has had a moro re- 
markable career than Senator Thomas 
Pryor Gore of Oklahoma, whose 
charges of attempted bribery In con- 
nection with tlio sale of Indian lands 
stirred the country and brought about 
Investigation by a congressional com- 
mittee. Marvelous almost beyond be- 
lief were tho struggles of this blind 
man — blind from early youth — to 
reach the great goal of his ambition—, 
a seat In tho senate of tho "United" 
States. 

Senator Gore was born on a farm In 
Mississippi in 1870, later being ta*ken 
to the village of Walthall, when the 
latter was crented. At tho ago of eight 
one of his eyes was jabbed out by a 
playmate. But he still had one good 
eye left and his grief was forgotten 
when Borne friends told him one day 
that ho -ndd been appointed a page In 
tho Mississippi legislature. This career 
was, however, ended threo years after 
tho first accident by a fate so cruol 
and unusual that it would have crushed 
the spirit of ninety-nine boys out of 
any hundred in the land. While ex- 
perimenting with a toy crosB-bow, ho 
himself shot out his remaining eye. 

He was now totally blind, and had 
to give up his pageship. For tho next 
five years his chief diversion, was to 
hear his Bister and mother read to 
him. Then a normal school was opened 
at his home town, and ho entered, his 
lessons being read to him at home and 
by his schoolmates. 

A debating society was organized in 
this school and tho blind boy joined 
and displayed a wonderful aptitude 
for debate. One day a companion 
found an old volume of tho Congres- 
sional Record. Going to an old stable 
the companion would road to him tho 
speeches of the lawmakers at Wash- 
ington and then there entered Goro's

Illinois Railroad Commission Demands 

That Charges Be Reduced and 

Made Uniform. 

- Sprlngflold, 111. — Sweeping reduc- 
tions in express rates within the state 
>f Illinois were made hare Saturday by 
the Illinois railroad and. warehouse 
commission. . Existing tariffs were 
ilaBhed in two in many Instances and 
dii small packages tho reduction.' is In 
excess of 60 por cent - 

Tho promulgation of "oxpresa tariff 
No. 1" by the commission brings tho 
right of tho state against the express 
companies to a crisis. The reduction 
is made effective October 15 r and tho 
companies are preparing for a finish 
3ght. They dispute the authority of 
the commission to regulate their busl' 
aess within tho state and assert that 
either they will Ignore the new tariff 
ichedule or go into court and got an 
Injunction restraining the commission 
from carrying Its order Into ef* 
feet 

In a lengthy statement which the 
commission hands down with Its tariff 
schedule the business methods of the 
express companies aro severely ar- 
raigned. Tho existing rates ard de- 
clared to be unreasonable and ex* 
Drbltant as well as discriminatory in 
character, as it has been shown that 
the same companies charge different 
rates for tho same service on different 
railroads. 

Unlike tho reductions which have 
been made In some states of a flat 
rato of 10 or -20 per cent, the Illinois 
commission has prepared a complete 
graduated tariff schedule, based on 
the weight of packages and on' the 
distance they are carried within the 
atate.. Tho heavier reductions ar< 
made on small packages weighing lesi 
than 100 pounds, which constitute thf 
bulk of the express business and In 
which the greater number of shipper* 
are directly Interested.

Elgin, 111.— Ralph Mulford, driving a 
Lozler car, won the Elgin national 
trophy in a race of 306.03 Miles Satur- 
day at an aferage. speed of 62.5 miles 
an nour. before a crowd of. 100,000 peo- 
ple. His driving was of the spectacu- 
lar kind and when he finished ho was 
cheered for fully five minutes. 

Thlrty-Blx times the blond driver 
circuited the rough course of country 
roads— a course of eight . miles 2,499 
feet, or, roughly, eight and one-half 
miles — with but a single stop. 

The remarkable feature of Mul- 
ford's run UeB in the fact that he 
approached within three-tenths of a 
mile the maximum average In tho 
classic Vanderbllt cup event of a 
year ago. That such a run could be 
mad.0 on country roads, with prac- 
tically no preparation and for a much 
greater distance than that of the 
Vanderbllt cup race, Is looked upon 
by experts as little short of .mar- 
yejqus. 

Close behind the victorious Lozler 
was "Al" Livingstone, driver of a 
National, who. broke another record in 
that his achievement was. that of one 
man and one car in two successive 
races sun at more than a mile a min- 
ute, in tho first of which he was .vic- 
tor, and totaling more than 500 miles. 

Livingstone's record as second at 
tho gqal was 00.2 mfles an hour for 
the en tiro run of 305.03 miles. 

The third man, another driver of a 
National, was A. W. Grelner. His av- 
erage time was 54.4 miles an hour, 
reduced far below those of the other 
two winners because of numerous 
stopB for repairs and gasoline. 

In addition to the numerous unex- 
pected obstacles that were met in full 
view of the great throng of motor 
fans, demanding cool handling of cars 
and quick work on the part of the 
pilots, Livingstone was- 'menaced by a 
danger of which none save his mech- 
anician and himself was aware. He 
entered the race In a machine which 
carried two big cracks in Its frame.
